SCHEDULE 

JAWAHARLAL NEHRU PORT TRUST 
JAWAHARLAL NEHRU PORT TRUST EMPLOYEES 
WELFARE FUND REGULATIONS, 1990 

In exercise of the powers conferred by Clause (b) of Section 28 of the Major Port Trusts Act, 1963 (38 of 1963), 
the Board of Trustees of the Jawaharlal Nehru Port Trust hereby makes, the following Regulations viz. :— 

I. Short title and application : 

(A) These Regulations may be called the “Jawaharlal Nehru Port Trust Employees (Welfare Fund) Regula¬ 
tions, 1990°. 

(B) They shall apply to all categories of employees borne on the Schedule. 

(C) They shall also apply to any other class of employees or labour as the Chairman may decide from time to 

time. 

If. Definition: 


In these Regulations, unless the Context otherwise requires— 

(A) ‘Board 1 , Chaiiman, Dy. Chairman and Heads of the Department shall have the meaning respectively assig¬ 
ned to them in the Major Port Trusts Act, 1963. 

, (B) Employee’ means an employee of the Board whether -’permanent or '‘temporary and includes any ern- 

loyecp on foreign service and any permanent or temporary employee of the Central or a State Government or a local 
or other authority on foreign service with the Board. 

(C) ‘Fund’ means the Jawaharlal Nehru Port Trust Employees Welfare Fund established under Regulation 3, 

(D) Family 1 means the wife, husband and legitimate children, including adopted children wholly dependent 
on the employee. 

(E) ‘Schedule 1 umns the Schedule of Employees prepared by the Board under Section 23 of the Major 
Port Trusts Act, 1963. 

III. Establishment of the Fund : 

There shall be established fund to be called the Jawaharlal Nehru Port Trust Employees Welfare Fund and 
the receipts creditable to the Fund shall consist of the followiog, viz. 

J (A) Contribution from the general account of the Board as may be sanctioned by the Board from time to time. 

(B) Fines realised from the employees other than the employees employed in u ‘Factory 1 as defined in Section 
2(m) of the Factories Act, 1948. 

(C) Salaries, wages, allowances and other payments due to employees other than the employees employed in 
a ‘Factory 1 as defined in Section 2(m) of the Factories Act, 1948 remaining unclaimed for over three yean from the 
date they become due. 

(D) Contribution to the Contributory Provident Fund withheld under the Provisions of the JNPT Provident 
Fund Regulations. 
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(E) Interest and or profit on investments belonging to the Fund. 

(F) Any other sum or Property made over to the fund by way of gift or donation. 

IV- Administration of the Fund: 

The Fund shall be administered by the Chairman who may constitute an Advisory Committee for the purpose 
V. Expenditure from the Fund; 

The money available in the Fund shall be utilised for the following purposes:— 

(A) Payment to the employee, his unclaimed salaries, wages etc. transferred to the Fund under Regulation 4 (c) 

(B) Donations, subscriptions and gifts to Institutions, Clubs, Co-operative Societies, Sports Council, etc. 
connected with the Welfare of employees and their families. 

(C) (a) Grant of scholarships and books to children of employees. 

(b) Educational facilities including literacy classes, teaching of handicrafts and maintenance of reading rooms. 

(d) Special rewards to employees for life saving and other meritorious acts or outstanding performance, 

(e) Financial assistance to employees in acute distress. 

(f) Grant for conducting sports, competition etc, dramas, music, film shows and bhajans for employees 

(g) Suchother expenditure for the benefit of employees and their families as may be deemed fit by the 

Chairman. 

Note: Guidelines for incurring expenditure from the Welfare Fund shall be framed by the Chairman from time to 
time in order to ensure that the expenditure on tile welfare activities is limited to the extent to which the contribu¬ 
tion from the General Revenues can be made annually, 

VI. Disbursements from the Fund shall be made in each case with the specific sanction of the Chairman, the 
Chairman may however delegate his powers in respect of any items specified in Regulation 5 to Dy. Chairman or 
Heads of Department or any other Officer subject to such conditions as may be prescribed from time to time. The 
powers presently being delegated to the various authorities under this Regulation arc specified in Annexiirc-L 

VIA. Maximum accumulation in the Fund: 

There shall be a limit on the maximum accumulation in the Fund as specified by the Board from time to time, 
any Surplus in the Fund over and above the maximum accumulation shall be credited to the General Account of the 
Borrd. 


VIII, Interpretation : 

Where a question arises as to the interpretation of the question the decision of the Board shall be final
